JERUSALEM 

Isracli Air Force jet ‘planes gave a 
display of aerobatics in honour of 
General Ne Win, the Prime Minister 
of Burma, who has been visiting the 
country, General Ne Win had a three- 
hour talk with Mr. Ben-Gurion at 
Sde Boker. 

During his tour of the country the 
Burmese Premier visited Kiryat Gat and 
talked to the newly arrived immigrants. 
(A number of British immigrants have 
settled in this area.) 

Five hundred people, including repre- 
sentatives of Afro-Asian countrics, 
attended a reception given in his honour 
by the Ministry of Defence in Tel Aviv. 

ere was particularly warm applause 
when the singer Jaffa Yarkoni sang a 
song in Burmese. 


Visit to Haifa 


General Ne Win went by torpedo boat 
from Kishon harbour to Haifa port 
where he saw units of Isracl’s Navy. 
While passing Shemen beach 
General's party heard two nuns and a 
group of children shouting for help as 
a 12-year-old girl from a con- 
vent was drowning. Two sailors dived 
into the sea but were unable to reach 
the girl in time. 

The Burmese Premier visited Kibbutz 
Ayelet Hashachar where many Burmese 
ex-Servicemen with their families are 
studyin co-operative living. The 
Genteal was the guest of the city of 
Tel Aviv and the Histadrut. He travelled 
from Jerusalem on the old “ Burma 
Road” which was used to take vital 
supplies to the capital during the sicge 
at the time of the War of Libcration. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion was among the large 
crowd at Lydda Airport who bade fare- 
well to General Ne Win on Tuesday. 
The Burmese Premicr stated that the 
“bonds of friendship and co-operation 
between our two countries will grow 
from strength to strength.” wel- 
comed President Ben-Zvi's acceptance 
of an invitation to veil Burma.

Jewish farmers had dismissed their 
non-white labourers, while other 
Jewish farmers had made inquiries at 
the official labour office concerning 
other such labourers. 

As a result of court actions by 
a Jewish Attorney, Mr. Joel Carlson, 
the Minister of Bantu Administra- 
tion has announced that the farm 
labour scheme has been temporarily 
suspended. Mr. Carlson had applied 
to the courts for the release 
of the labourers and had also pleaded 
with the Government for the appoint- 
ment of a judicial commission. He 
has received many letters of congratu- 
lations. including some from mem- 
bers of the Dutch Reform Church. 
Judges referred to the illegality and 
general abuse of the scheme. 


Crimes Against Man 


In his sermon Dr. Rabinowitz 
referred to the last five Command- 
ments, which deal with crimes of man 
against his fellow-man. These crimes. 
he said, were the fruit of a lack of 
respect for the human soul. This was 
illustrated by the treatment of the 
non-white population, 

Some Jewish farmers wrote to the 
protesting against the 
interference by Dr. 

Stating that they were treating the 
native labourers fairly. 

There are a considerable number of 
Jewish farmers in the affected area 
~Eastern Transvaal. It is esti- 
mated that in one district twelve 
Jewish farmers employed about 800 
Bantu. workers under the special 
farm labour scheme. Dr. Rabino- 
witz visited the farmers and all with 
the exception of one agreed to free 
the workers, and 500 of them were 
sent back to Johannesburg. 


It is generally appreciated by the 
South African Jewish community that 
while its lay leadership refrains as a 
body from. intervening political 
issues, the pulpit can be left free for 
the expression of views on matters of 
social and spiritual concern. Some 
of the farmers are indignant, how- 
ever, that they should be singled out 
as Jews in what is a general problem. 

Before settling in South Africa, 
Rabbi Rabinowitz, who was born in 
Edinburgh in 1906, was Minister of 
the Cricklewood Synagogue, London, 
and Senior Jewish Chaplain to the 
Fighth Army.

TWO NEW ISSUES 
FROM ISRAEL 


By L. N. and M. WILLIAMS 


The forthcoming issue of an attractive 
new al commemorative stamp has been 
announced by the Israeli Ministry of 
Posis. The slamp its a 500-pruia value 
and marks the tenth anniversary of civil 


aviation in Israel. The design is the work 
of Paul Kor, of Tel Aviv, and the stamp 
is being printed in multi-coloured phoio- 
luhography by Lewin-Epstcin Lid., of 
Bat Yam. 

aviation began in Israel almost 
immediaicly after independence was pro- 
claimed; at first Haifa aiwport was used 
but 4 move was soon made to Lydda, 
and in 1949 the El Al airline began 
regular flights to Europe. Nowadays, of 
course, these services extend all over the 
world, and an up-to-date Al 
Britannia forms the central design of 
the stamp. The stamps are printed in 
sheets of 20, with descriptive tabs 
adjoining the five specimens in the last 
row.

immediate future of painting itself 
depends.” 
Tate exhibition showed a large 
painting by him called “ Burst,” which 
consisted of an enormous blot and a 
flattened sphere above it.

HIGHER GRANTS FOR 
“AIDED” SCHOOLS 


Government Bill’s Limited Scope 


FROM OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT 


A Bill to raise Government grants 
for denominational school building 
from SO per cent to 75 per cent was 
presented by the Minister of Educa- 
tion, Mr. Georrrary LLoyp. on Mon- 
day, and formally read a first time. 

The 1944 Education Act empowered 
the Minister of Education to make 
grants at the rate of 50 per cent towards 
the improvement or replacement of 
existing voluntary schools. The exist- 
ing schools were given two choices, If 
they were able to met the balance of 
the cost they were given the status of 
“aided” schools. If they were tinable. 
or unwilling, to pay the balance they 
became “controlled” schools. 

There are now 5,514 voluntary 
“aided schools (3,434 Church of 
England, 1,926 Roman Catholic, and 
154 other denominations). 

It is these “aided” schools and the 
small number of “ special agreement ” 


schools, of which there are 73, that are 


aflected by the new proposals. 

It is estimated that the proposed 
increase in the rate of grant would give 
the voluntary schools about £1,000,000 
a year on the average over the next 
20 years, from which the Church of 
England and the Roman Catholic 
schools would benefit about equally, and 
the Jewish and other voluntary schools 
to a smaller extent. 


POSITION OF JEWISH 
INSTITUTIONS

The Bill is a compromise measure 
along times that had generally been 
anticipated by those concerned with this 
work. 

Its scope, particularly with reference to 
new schools. nueht have been wider but 
for the untortunate controversy brought 
about bv certain denomimational hodies 
who were aguinst anv extension of ihe 
financial provisions for aided schools AS 
contained m the 1'944 Education Act, 
which they claimed should remain as a 
final setulemenmt of aid to denominational 
schools. 

In considering the ceflects of the Bill. 
distinction must be clearly drawn between 
new schools that are “ transferred” or 
subsintuied for former schools and 


new schools in the technical sense that 


they are not in place of any former 
schools. 

The main benefit to some Jewish 
schools, both primary and secondary, will 
go to those few schools to be built as 
“ transferred ~ or substuuied schools. 
These projects when permitted by the 
Minister of Education will altract a 
capital grant of 75 per cent insicad of 
the SO per cent as ai present. In London 
the schools hkciv .o benefit wili oe the 
primary schools to be established in place 
of the two former Jews infants schools 
that were formerly in Buckle Sirect and 
Commercial Strect and the second stage 
of the J.F.S. Secondary School. although 
the grant in the latter case will for a 
number of reasons be very small indeed 
compared with the heavy over-all cost. 


Inadequate Proposals 


There is no new grant for any new 

primary schools not being “ transferred © 
or “ substiuted.” and the capttal costs 
of these schools, with certam minor 
exceptions, Must continue to be borne 
by the denominational body. It was on 
these proposals that strong representa- 
lions were made to the Ministry when, 
accompanicd by the Chicf Rabbi, repre- 
sentatives of the Jewish schools met Sir 
Ldward Boyle. Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Ministry of Education.

~ RESENTED 


A.J.Y. Criticism

Dayan M. Swift's remark about 
“empty-headed youngsters” in the 
course of his address at the New 
West End Synagogue Communal 
Centre (reported in our last week's 
issue) has evoked an angry retort 
from leaders of the Association 
for Jewish Youth.

Jewish youth clubs. 

“If we are to carry out our work in 
the clubs.” the Chairman said, “ we 
cannot pick and choose the membecrs 
according to the affiiation of 
their parents, nor can we disown those 
who belong to one or another of the 
cxisting synagogal trends. We cannot 
breed hatred among the members of 
our clubs. | am appalicd to sce this 
sort of thing advocated by one of our 
dayanim.” 

Mr. Snowman also accused Dayan 
Swift of wanting to have itt both ways: 
in the, same speech, he stated. the 
Dayan had described Anglo-Jewsh 
youngsters as being empty headed yet 
had claimed that Anglo-Jewry had 
never been better served by its ministry 
than today.

Unkelbach heard his sentence, as he 
had heard all the proceedings of the 
trial, without any sign of emotion, A 
psychological report on_Unkelbach des- 
cribed him as being of average intelli- 
gence and a “man who would not 
conspicuous in normal surroundings.

A wrong of sorts was righted 
with the award of the national 
Israel Prize for Belles-Lettres to 
S. Yizhar for his monumental two- 
volume novel “Days of Ziklag.” 
When it appeared last summer it 
raised a storm of controversy that 
has not quite died down yet. 
Younger critics had greeted the 
novel with enthusiasm, but some 
of the older reviewers were 
shocked by Yizhar’s portrayal of 
the youth of the generation that 
fought the Israeli War of Inde- 
pendence as confused about their 
values, self-doubting, and some- 
times cynical, While admitting

that the book was perhaps too 
long by half, the younger critics of 
Yizhar’s .own generation—those 
who had actually participated in 
the war-—-pointed to the book's 
extraordinary stylistic distinction: 
Yizhar had created a beautifully 
rhythmic and patterned Hebrew 
prose that fulfilled a novelist’s 
every need from slangy dialogue to 
the subtlest description, 

The controversy came to a head 
when the Bialik Fiction Prize was 
not awarded to Yizhar: it was not 
awarded because “no book was 
considered good enough.” Sub- 
sequently, Yizhar (who, under his 
real name, Yizhar Smilansky, is a 
Mapai Member of the Knesset) 
received the rather unimportant 
Brenner Prize as a sort of consola- 
tion, but the national Israel Prize 
has set the balance right. The novel 
covers about a week during the 
War of Independence as experi- 
enced by a small group of soldiers. 
Yizhar himself has come to feel 
that the book is too long. but 
stoutly stands by the truth of the 
experience crystallised in it.

Two Jerusalem women artists in 
their middle years are now having 
shows that have been something of 
a revelation.

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UNJUSTIFIED 
BAN 


THE ban on information regarding 
immigration imposed by the Israeli 
Government seems both harsh and 
ill-considered. Immigration is a 
matter of considerable and direct 
concern to the inhabitants of Israel 
and to Jews abroad. To stifle news 
on that subject and permit only 
official statements would be 
unacceptable inside Israel and 
unenforceable on the press abroad, 
Jewish or non-Jewish (though, of 


course, their correspondents in 
Israel would be vulnerable). To 
threaten those who violate the 


ban with a sentence of imprison- 
ment several times larger than that 
imposed for serious crimes against 
person or property indicates a 
strange sense of proportion. 

For the past few years it had 
been agreed in principle between 
the authorities and the press that 
certain restrictions on news about 
immigration were necessary where 
publication of details might endan- 
ger the continued flow of imm- 
grants from certain countries. They 
were implemented by amicable 
co-operation between press and 
censorship. The real breaches of 
this principle were committed not 
by the press but by the authorities 
themselves, in public speeches and 
by encouraging foreign journalists 
to send out copy about immigrants, 
whether for the sake of fund- 
raising or to support unpopular 
measures at home. 


It is, therefore, to be hoped, that 
the Israeli authorities will be per- 
suaded to reconsider the measure. 
and reconcile in acceptable fashion 
the interests of immigration with 
the freedom of the press. 


PRACTICAL JEWISH ETHICS 


THe Chief Rabbi of Johannes- 
burg’s sermon against the use of 
barely disguised slave-labour on 
Jewish farms in South Africa 
deserves our warmest sympathy 
and support as a courageous appli- 
cation of Jewish ethical teachings 
to practical affairs. Rabbi Rabino- 
witz wisely avoided laying down 
general political principles, “ tak- 
ing sides in politics,” or claiming 
to speak for the Jewish com- 
munity. Instead he reaflirmed 
accepted ethical truths and applied 
them to specific cases, calling on 
Jewish farmers to honour these 
ethical precepts even if this 
involved extra financial outlay or 
a measure of disapproval in some 
public and _ official quarters. 
Because the farmers recognised 
that the case in point was a ques- 
tion of right and wrong, and not 
one of political interpretation, the 
overwhelming majority responded 
to his call, and all South Africa 
took notice, far more _ notice 
than they would have taken of 
general political declarations. Both 
those who have called of late for 
a Jewish voice on questions of 
public moment—some in the hope 
that it would lend support to their 
own political preferences—and 
those who have rejected the 
demand out of fear that it would 
involve Judaism in political contro- 
versies, would be well advised to 
study the implications of Rabbi 
Rabinowitz’s lead. 


CRITICISM IN FASHION 


Now that criticism of Israel has 
at last become respectable, there is 
a danger that it will assume the 
Same fashionable appeal formerly 
exerted by blind approbation of 
everything Israeli, with equally dis- 
tressing results for both Israel and 
world Jewry. While unqualified 
approbation helped to delay neces- 
sary reforms in Israel, misguided 
Criticism threatens to inhibit the 
self-criticism which world Jewry in 
eneral, and the Zionist Movement 

particular, still needs. A recent 
speech by Mr. A. Redelheim, Presi- 
y of the Z.O.A., illustrates this 
danger. Mr. Redelheim blames 
the Israeli Government for its 
“failure to build a bridge between 
Israél and the Diaspora” and to 
“tell Israeli children about the 
existence of American Zionists, 
and calls on the Israeli Govern- 
ment to remedy these shortcom- 
ings forthwith. Surely there is a 

contradiction here. The Z.0.A. has 
often criticised the Israeli Govern- 
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ment for trying to take over activi- 
ties which are the proper field of 
activity of the Zionist Movement. 
Now information and education in 
Israel about American Zionist 
activities, and the building of a 
bridge between Israel and world 
Jewry, are surely Zionist activities 
par excellence ; indeed the Z.0.A. 
House in Tel Aviv has earned an 
Israeli-wide reputation, among 
other things, for its contributions 
to this end, By attempting to saddle 
the Israeli Government with his 
own Movement’s responsibilities or 


inadequacies Mr. Redelheim is 
doing a_ disservice to _ both. 
Criticism, like charity, should 


begin at home. 
MARRIAGE FEES 


FOLLOWING the unanimous 
decision of the Chief Rabbinate 
Council, the fee for authorisa- 
tion of marriage payable to the 
Chief Rabbinate Fund is to be 
increased from two guineas to 
four. This step has been necessi- 
tated by the difficulty of collecting 
pledged contributions for the 
maintenance of this important 
office from congregations outside 
the United Synagogue and by the 
need for that body to limit its 
responsibility for obligations that 
properly belong to the community 
as a whole, Even at the increased 
rate the imposition is not a heavy 
one, and any possible hardship is 
mitigated by the known readiness 
of the authorities to remit it in 
whole or in part in cases of need. 
It is fortunate that this means of 
taxation is available to overcome 
the stubborn parochialism of 
highly individualistic congrega- 
tions. Nevertheless, such a method 
of financing the Chief Rabbinate ts 
hardly consonant with jts dignity. 
Those who wish to see the office 
continue must one day get round 
to endowing it, a task which, if 
tackled with a will, would be 
beyond neither the community's 
resources nor its liberality. 


FINANCING EDUCATION 

THe Education Bill which has 
now been tabled in the House of 
Commons represents a compromise 
between the viewpoints of the 
major denominations. The Roman 
Catholics strongly favour church 
schools, with the maximum State 
aid, the Anglicans follow the same 
tendency but are more lukewarm, 
and the Free Churches are hostile. 
The proposals that have emerged 
have had to be tailored carefully 
with an eye on the need to allay 
opposition from these groups: and 
the special needs of smaller 
denominations, such as our own, 
have not been considered strong 
enough to warrant attention. The 
principal benefit to which the 
Jewish day schools can look for- 
ward is the increase from 50 to 75 
per cent in the grant for the repair 
of school buildings. The clause 
enabling similar grants to be made 
for the building of new denomina- 
tional secondary schools (this is 
the Bill's most important provision) 
will be of little help to the Jewish 
community, since in order to 
qualify for a grant the new school 
must cater for pupils from State- 
aided primary schools. It happens 
that all but two of the 17 Jewish 
primary schools in the London 
area are independent, and the pro- 
portion in the provinces is similar. 
The new consultative committee on 
Jewish day schools, which the Chief 
Rabbi has called into being, should 
examine the possibility of making 
representations to Parliament with 
a view to having this clause 
broadened, so as to include, sub- 
ject no doubt to a limit of time.

RIGHTS AND DUTIES 


Sirn,—The generous welcome 
accorded to Mr. Levy at the recent 
Zionist Conference is proof of the 
recognition by that assembly of the 
historical importance attached to 
the Clerkenwell Conference of March 
6, 1898, at which I was privileged to 
have been an active participant in the 
struggle which marked the parting of 
the ways from the parochial activities 
of the Chovevi Zion. 

A similar conflict has now arisen, 
though in a different arena, within the 
Zionist General Council recently held in 

salem. 

Why. blind ourselves to the fact that 
our position is precarious and uncertain, 
and that our people's nee and friendship 
should occupy the highest place in our 
armoury far above the weapons at the 
disposal of the Israeli Defence Ministry. 
For without the help of world Jewry— 
in all free countries and even in those 
behind the tron Curtain—Isracl would 
totter and fall, 

Isracli Consuls, men of outstanding 
merits and sterling qualities, would not 
have been sucocestil in their achieve- 


ments but for the — and good will 
so freely accorded them by the Jewish 
communities in the free lands to which 
they have been assigned. But in a demo- 
cratic world there should be no taxation, 
not even voluntary, without representa- 
tion. Yet this is what Israel demands. 
Our policy must be reversed, and the 
assistance of world Jewry welcomed no 
matter in what form it is proffered. 

Much more valuable than money, how- 
ever, is that wonderful if intangible 
asset called Zionism which has achieved 
so much in the past. Has all its wealth 
been extracted so that only the dust 
remains? Far from it, for within the 
Zionist ideal lies power and possibilities 
far greater than have ever been known 
before, waiting to be utilised and har- 
nessed to the welfare and uplifting of 
Isracl’s State. therefore from 
denigration let it be the task of the 
Zionist Federation to go ahead in ever 
iand to increase in numbers and strengt 
in order to carry to fulfilment the task 
with which it was entrusted on March 
6, 1898.

KOSHER MEAT TRADE—(3) 


A to import kosher 
meat Ireland was 
described to me by Mr. H. 
Bloch, on behalf of the Dublin 
Shechita Board. But. Mr. Bloch 
told me, the scheme had met with 
Opposition from the London Board 
of Shechita. 

A London kosher meat firm, 
said Mr. Bloch, agreed to act as 


-importing agents for the Dublin 


wholesalers who would supply 
the cattle to the kosher pen in 
Dublin for slaughter. Dublin

would also be prepared to send all 
the offal to London belonging to 
the animals slaughtered. At pre- 
sent there is a shortage of offal 
here. 

Mr. Bloch outlined his scheme 
as follows: The Dublin Board 
would permit the London Board 
to supervise the slaughter of cattle 
in Dublin earmarked for the 
London kosher market. Out of 
the shechita fees, Dublin Board 
would take only one halfpenny 
per pound—the balance could go 
to the London Board, which would 
increase its revenue and help cut 
overheads. Dublin would make 
arrangements with Aer Lingus to 
have the meat flown from Dublin 
to London in sealed containers. 

Mr.. Brenner, the Secretary of 
the London Board of Shechita, 
told THe Jewish CHRONICLE that 
he did not recognise Mr. Bloch as 


representing anyone. He stated 
that the work of the London 
Board had in ‘the past ~ been 


jeopardised by the Irish Board and 
that all the Irish were endeavour- 
ing to do was to flood the market 
with Irish meat. 

In view of this I questioned Mr, 
Bloch again. He reaffirmed that 
he was officially representing the 
Dublin Board. Mr. Sevit, Presi- 
dent of the Dublin Board, later 
sent a letter to Fue Jewisu 


CHRONICLE verifying that Mr. 
Bloch, who lives at Golders Green, 
was the Board's agent. Such con- 
tradictory information _ illustrates 
the impasse which the jnvestigato: 
meets at every turn. 

Mr. E. B. Lyons, of Barnett’s, 
Middlesex Street, E.1, told me that 
his was the firm which had been 
interested in acting as agents to 
import Eire kosher meat into this 
country. On March 19 Mr. Lyons 
had an interview with the Beth 
Din on meat problems. generally. 
This is an extract from his state- 
ment: 

“I very much doubt if any one 
person on the Beth Din or the 
Board of Shechita knows what the 
costs are to process a_ bullock 
through the Islington slaughter 
house. Apart from the shechita 
charges of £3 Os. 6d. per bullock 
... a body of beef pushed out o! 
the slaughterhouse into the storage 
room is one shilling—to have }! 
weighed—which is very necessaly 
—costs Is. 3d., to cut the fore- 
quarters off and load a body |s 4 
further 5s., and so it goes on. 

“ Some time ago we were discus 
sing with a very large organisauion 
who slaughter out of London the 
possibilities of finding supp!¢s 
from other sources. When We 
told them they would have to kill 
at Islington if they wished to do 
business, they immediately said: 
‘No thank you, we. could nol 
afford to kill there, it would cost 
us at least a penny a |b. on 4 body 
of beef (760 Ib. approximately). 

“It is also qa fact, and one can 
easily confirm this, that Islington 1 
renowned for its universal pilferins 
—of which no one can estimate 
the yearly cost. Not low 36° 
we had a complete pair 0! werd 
quarters stolen trom the slaug ne 
house.

cally everyday occurrences. 

Indeed, any request, however 
unreasonable it may appear, is 
always favourably considered, 
provided the petitioner is staunchly 
imbued with faith in the saint to 
whom he addresses his supplica- 
tion. With this in mind, I pre- 
pared myself-for the long and 
arduous pilgrimage to Quezzanc. 
about 180 miles north-east of 
Casablanca, to attend the Lag 
b’'Omer festivities at the shrine of 
Rabbi Amram ben  Diouane 
(pronounced Diwan). He is the 
most celebrated of a score of 
Moroccan Jewish saints whose 
miraculous healing powers are by 
now deeply embedded in the annals 
of Moroccan Jewish history. 

The very power and influence of 
these saintly rabbis is so venerated 
among Jews and non-Jews alike, 
that but to mention their holy 
names one is required by local 
custom to kiss one’s right hand in 
reverence. In the course of time, 
and with each year’s crop of new 
miracles, these heavenly protectors 
of the sick and the poor have 
acquired a rank second only to that 
of the patriarchs, Abraham, Isaac, 
and Jacob. I was therefore not 
entirely surprised when one wit 
aptly informed me that “the 
Messiah would have great diffi- 
culties im persuading Moroccan 
Jewry to join Him in Jerusalem. 
since everyone would be worried 
who would then perform miracles 
for them in their new abode.” 


17,000 Pilgrims 

For the moment, however, these 
problems were far from the minds 
of the 17,000 pious pilgrims whom 
[ joined at the Jewish cemetery in 
Quezzane, where the saintly Rabbi 
Amram was interred 190 years 
ago. For more than a week prior 
io the Hilulah (festival) the faith- 
ful had been arriving at this back-

water of civilisation, bringing with 
them their wives, children, and 
household chattels. 

Some had managed to secure the 
comparative comfort of one of the 
100 rooms—stables would be a 
more appropriate term—specially 
built around the walls of the burial 
grounds by a grateful believer to 
accommodate the annual influx of 
miracle seekers. In these lodgings 
Seasonal prices ranged from 3,000 
fr. (about 44s.) upwards a night. 
Others, less fortunate, but with the 
foresight to bring along a tent or a 
large blanket, pitched camp among 
the tombstones, where they soon 
created a vast city of tents 
reminiscent of the tabernacles in 
which the Children of Israel dwelt 
in the desert. 


“ Arabian Nights” Bazaar 


The local population was not at 
all slow to capitalise on this 
heaven-sent bounty, and it was not 
long before shops and stalls 
sprouted in great numbers, to lend 
to the scene an atmosphere of an 
“ Arabian Nights ” bazaar. 
Indeed, for a price these enterpris- 
ing merchants were even prepared 
to sell one a portion of the “ World 
to Come.” Included the 
inventory of these establishments 
were items such as “ Holy candles,” 
to be lit at the shrine, cuttings from 
the “ Holy Tree” to ward off the 
evil eye and to ensure a long and 
happy life, pieces of “ Holy Rock ” 
from Rabbi Amram’s grave to be 
kept in the home as a protection 
against thieves. There were also 
bottles of “ Holy Water” to cure 
all ailments—the latter could be 
sent to friends who were too ill to 
make the strenuous trip—and last 
but not least, “Holy postcards ” 
picturing the shrine, which could 
either be carried in the wallet as 
a talisman, or sent to friends and 
relatives abroad as$ a souvenir. 

It was only when I reached the 
shrine itself, a crude pile of stones, 
that something of the real nature of

these festivities became apparent to 
me, Here, under an olive tree 
reputed to be more than 250 years 
old, I came upon the long proces- 
sion of the sick and the dying, the 
lame and the blind, the infirm and 
the barren, the deaf and the dumb, 
the feeble-minded and the epilep- 
tic, rich and poor, young and 
old, each with unwavering faith in 
Rabbi Amram’s miraculous powers, 
and each expecting to leave this 
sacred spot sane in mind and sound 
in body. 

A roaring fire issued forth from 


imbecile. His parents having 
applied every known orthodox 
treatment without avail had, as a 
last resort, brought the lad to 
Quezzane. Whether or not a cure 
was really effected in this case I 
failed to observe. But while I was 
watching these rites my attention 
was suddenly drawn to another 
quarter, where I was fortunate 
enough to witness the miraculous 
(call it what you will) cure of 14- 
year-old Denise Amor, from 
Marrakesh. This girl had, during 
infancy, been stricken with polio 
which caused acute paralysis from 
the waist downwards. When I 
finally managed to make my way 
through the dense crowd of jubilant 
relatives and friends, Denise was 
able to stand upright by herself, 
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Miracle-seekers at the tomb of Rabbi Amram ben Diouane. at Ouezzane 


the heap of rocks that mark the 
grave. The heat of this fire is said 
to produce the wonderful cures 
for which Quezzane has become 
renowned. One had only to be 
licked by its flames for a full cure 
to be effected. Around this inferno 
people prayed, danced, and sang, 
while others too feeble cither in 
mind or body to partake jn these 
ceremonies were bound hand and 
foot and laid to roast before the 
leaping blaze. One such victim 
was a young boy of seven, who I 
was informed had been born an 


and to walk a few hesitant steps 
supported only by the outstretched 
hands of the overawed multitude. 
The way which’ Rabbi 
Amram’s spirit also affects material 
objects around and about is plainly 
demonstrated by the tree that 
grows over his grave. This tree is 
Said to possess certain supernatural 
powers—apart from warding ofl 
the evil eve. In spite of the huge 
fire that annually burns to a height 
of more than thirty feet, its timbers 
have never yet been set ablaze nor 
has a leaf been known to. wither 
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in the flames that can clearly be 
seen darting through the ancient 
boughs. Great quantities of water 
have even been known to pour out 
of the rocks which form a crude 
memorial over the saint's resting- 
place, but these have never 
quenched the fire that continues to 
burn on them. Often one hears 
of the totally blind being restored 
to full vision, and there are many 
recorded cases of previously barren 
women who became pregnant after 
visiting this sacred place. 

The well-paved road, winding for 
28 miles from the main Casablanca- 
Tangier highway to the sleepy 
town of Quezzane, is in_ itself 
adequate proof of the mysterious 


spiritual forces at play in_ this 
region. It replaces the donkey 
trail which formerly served the 


pilgrims, and was constructed some 
forty-three years ago by a certain 
Dr. Safly, a Frenchman, whose 
daughter, suffering from a disease 
pronounced incurable by many of 
Europe's leading specialists, had 
been completely restored to health 
at the grave of Rabbi Amram ben 
Diouane. 


No Epidemics 


Whether or not one chooses to 
believe in miracles in the twentieth 
century is for the moment quite 
irrelevant. Where QOuezzane js 
concerned, however, there 1s 
another factor worthy of mention, 
which might indeed be included 
among the many miracles that have 
been performed there. In spite of 
a dire lack of sanitary conveniences, 
and the unhygienic conditions jn 
the “ city of tents,” not to mention 
the dangers of infection from the 
numerous incurables-who come to 
seck relief, epidemics, usually rife 
in closely packed crowds living 
under the most primitive condi- 
tions, have never yet occurred, 
although as many as 40,000 people 
have been known to attend the 
celebrations. Undoubtedly 
unswerving faith is required for 
these so-called miracle cures to take 
effect : but exactly where to draw 
the line between the natura! and the 
supernatural we shall never be 
able to know for sure.

ples of kosher English beef are 
concerned. We are already paying 
{8 and over per cwt. for bullocks, 
the highest ever at this time of the 
year. This means that the whole 
body of beef is costing approxi- 
mately 2s. 6$d. per Ib. without any 
overheads. Add on _ additional 
overhead expenses and the cost js 
4 minimum of 2s. 8d. per Ib. 
“We are now faced with the 
problem of selling the non-kosher 
bodies in the trefa trade in com- 
petition with imported chilled meat. 
Admittedly, because of the decline 
in chilled imports, these prices 
nave increased, but are still 
cheaper than English, so we find 
ourselves losing about 4d. per Ib. 
On a trefa body; say the average 
weight is 760 lb.—then the loss is 
L!2 13s. 4d., which must go on 
to the cost of the kosher fore- 
Quarters. You will no longer 
doubt why there is concern about 
the future in the kosher trade .. . 
we have expended much time and 
e\pense exploring possible channels 
o! kosher meat and poultry from 
‘road... . Two years ago, at the 
request of the Israeli Embassy in 
London, I accompanied a member 
o! the Embassy to Israel to explore 
the possibilities of bulk imports 
here of kosher poultry. On return 
“Ne Was met with the usual passive 
‘esistance from the authorities. 


“ Indifference ” 


“The attitude was reminiscent of 
‘he time when poultry was. on 
control” when we visited Holland 
With the idea of arranging daily 
ports of poultry to stamp out 
the existing black market-——again 
© authorities, without ever 
actually saying ‘no,’ managed, by 
their indifference to the situation, 
Successfully to baulk these efforts. 
. AS you are aware, I have been 
'N Correspondence with Israel once 
“Sdin on this matter and when 
Placed before the authorities, we 
are bluntly told that ‘the ecclesias- 
tical authorities do not sanction 
any imported meat or poultry’... 
but the public are very incensed 
at the present moment with the 
Prices of kosher poultry because 

fy have seen so much national 


advertising offering chickens at 
half the price which they are 
charged or less. I feel that in 
fairness to them at least some 
official statement should be pub- 
lished explaining the restrictive 
policy of the ecclesiastical authori- 
ties on the import of kosher meat 
and poultry at prices below those 
they have to pay at present. If 
one had some freedom of action 
knowing there would be at least 
some support from the ecclesiasti- 
cal authorities for those who took 
the trouble to go out and seek 
alternative and cheaper markets, 
I am convinced the housewife 
would be in a position to buy more 
weight of kosher meat. In the 
trade we are faced with the fact 
that as soon as high prices start 
to force the public to buy less, the 
Board of Shechita have to push up 
their fees to make the position 
even worse. It should be just the 
opposite. 


Cheaper Markets 


“We should have*’a Board of 
Shechita more alive to the world 
situation in respect of meat. The 
Board should be demanding that 
the trade search for cheaper 
markets instead of jealously guard- 
ing their diminishing birthright. 

“I sincerely believe that unless 
the public are offered an 
enlightened attitude towards not 
only the slaughtering of kosher 
meat and poultry out of London 
but also towards the import of 
kosher meat and poultry from 
wherever supplies can be found 
within the realms of kashrut, in 
order to bring to the public a 
supply at a price within the reach 
of the average person, we shall 
either price ourselves out of 
existence and/or find ourselves 
competing against imported kosher 
meat and poultry over which your 
court will have no control. You 
must be aware that we are already 
competing against kosher Irish 
beef (in Liverpool), and as I under- 
stand it, we shall soon be facing 
the competition of imported kosher 
veal from Holland.” 

When I inquired of the Beth 
Din whether any action was being 
taken on Mr. Lyons’ statement, the 
answer I received from the office 
was, “ No comment.”

The Other Notting Hill 


OTTING HILL today con- 
jures up a picture of social 
tension, prejudice, and 

racial riots. But there are many 
of us in our forties, men and 
women in various parts of the 
world, whose memories of that 
little-known area in West London 
are nostalgic, and who like to 
recall pleasant memories of the 
intense Jewish, Yiddish-speaking 
life of that neighbourhood. 
Naturally, the centre was the 
shool; never called, chas vechalila, 
the synagogue, for that was the name 
given to the magnificent edifice not 
far away in St. Petersburgh Place— 
de Peterburger, as the eld ones called 
it. With the shool as the centre, fhe 
hub of the neighbourhood was Ken- 
sington Park Road, with its array of 
small Jewish shops which served as 
the local grapevine—the centre of 
all communal and family gossip. The 
tiny, tumbledown shool really was 
the house of assembly, in spite of its 
leaky roof, which withstood success- 
fully many valiant attempts at repair. 
Directly a a the shool was that 


amazing little cul-de-sac, Convent 
Gardens, known locally as ~ Jews’ 
Island” for obvious reasons, and 


where the fabulous Zaretski revived 
annually a local Zionist Society, 
entertained Jewish Legionaries, and 
wrote letters to Chaim Weizmann, 
advising how he should solve Jewry’s 
problems. 


Recruiting Campaign 


It never was a really large com- 
munity in numbers, but was it not 
sufficiently important in the eyes of 
Jabotinski to address a_ recruiting 
campaign for the Jewish Legion in 
the days of the First World War? 
It could not be compared with any 
section of the East End in density of 
Jewish population, but then, of 
course, heaven forbid that anyone 
should compare a Notting Hiller in 
the early 1920s with an East Ender! 
It was known that marriages some- 
times took place between a young 

rson from W.11 and another from 

1, but it was certainly frowned 
upon, and discouraged socially. 

As I recall it, the great factor in 
the Jewish development of Notting 
Hill, which made the shool a place 
of study in addition to religious 
devotion, was the appearance on the 
scene in the early 1920s of Rabbi 
Judah Newman, whose gentle, but

firm influence created around him a 
circle of young devotees of study, and 
whose top class in the local Talmud 
Torah probably reached as high a 
standard as any comparable place in 
England before or since. 

At least four of that group of 
nearly a score were under nime years 
of age when they started Gemara. 
Not all were top-flight students, and 
1 recall with shame the tussle | had 
to understand the dialectic which 
finally solved the problem of Yeush 
Shelo Midaas. | also recall the sen- 
sation in the district among the old 
men when Rabbi Newman announced 
that Talmud would be taught in 
English, and not in Yiddish. 


Yiddishists Puzzled 


“Why _not Yiddish they all 
understand asked old Mr. 
Warren the milkman (the local Baal 
Tefillah who claimed that Yossele 
Rosenblatt and he had the same 
cantorial technique}—indeed, we 
did, and most of us spoke Yiddish 
fluently—but Rabbi Newman held 
his ground: Yiddish not 
essential,” he explained, “let them 
learn it in English, after all Rashi 
did not study Talmud in Yiddish.” 
“Vos zogt ihr.” exclaimed old 
Warren and Reb Zelig. “ Rashi hot 
nit gekent reden Yiddish-—vos den 
hot er geret 7. 


Strange how in one generation this 
small community produced the men 
that it did: for instance, Abe Har- 
man and Kopul Rosen were two 
bitter, but friendly, rivals for the top 
place in the Talmud Torah year 
after year. Abe Harman. now, after 
a dazzling career, nominated as the 
Israeli Ambassador to the U.S.A... was 
perhaps the cleverest of them. all. 
His home was. steeped in_ the 
spirit of Haskala, and black- 
bearded father giving an erroneous 
impression of fierceness was the 
intellectual of the neighbourhood. 
A fine Hebraist, not perhaps quite 
as froom as some of the others, but 
a widely read man, he was the 
founder with Zaretsky of the local 
Zionist ‘Society. His was the brain 
in forming a “ Zionist Cheder” i. 
the Lancaster Road School in 1920 
as a protest against the then aneli- 
cised religion classes in a nerehbour- 
ing L.C.C, centre. From the same 
family emerged that giant among 
young Zionists in the 1990s, Phil 
Herman, one of Habonim’s founders. 


Then there was the Tabor family: 


Henry, the youngest, now of solar 
encrgy fame in Jerusalem; David, 
the gentle “Dod, quite the most 


beloved character of the youngsters 
in Notting Hill, now Director of 
Research in the Physical Chemistry 
Laboratories of Cambridge ; and the 
older John, a semior executive of the 
Palestine Electric Corporation. Of 
the somewhat younger gencration 
there is also Dr. Solly Cohen, who, 
after a brilliant career at Cambridge, 
and then in the field of nucleai 
physics. now directs atomic research 
in Israel. A variety of different 
types. from diverse backgrounds, but 
all products of the same neighbour- 
hood. 

There was great enthusiasm for 
yeshiva training and education, and 
it was through the kindly Rabbi 
Newman that Kopul Rosen first 
entered the Yeshiva Etz Chaim and 


embarked on his abbinical career, 
after startling the local Kehilla by 
giving a short Talmudic discourse 


from the pulpit at the age of eight 
Or nine one annual prize-day. 

If one may stretch the Notung 
Hill by a mere mile or so, and trace 
the effect of Rabbi Newman's 
influence, we must include within the 
same area the Rev. Dr. Isaac Levy, 
now the Senior Jewish Chaplain to 
H.M. Forces and minister of Hamp- 
stead Synagogue. who came trom that 
part of Bayswater which was on the 
periphery of Notung Hill. 


Oasis of Judaism 


Then, in young Zionist terms alone, 
one of the finest Chairmen of the 
old A.Y.Z.S., was a product of the 
same neighbourhood, Natan “ Pop” 
Goldenberg, now one of the leading 
food chemists in this country, whose 
father, the late Shlomo Goldenberg, 
writer, publicist, Zionist worker, and 
brilliant speaker, was seen in the 
Notting Hill sheol. pulpit on more 
than one occasion at a Zionist 
gathering or at a protest meeting. 

Memory is inclined to play tricks 
over the years, and there are prob- 
ably some men and women now 
holding leading positions in the world 
Jewish community who came from 
Notting Hill, and whose names do 
not come freely to my mind, but 
with the very many statements that 
have been made about the illustrious 
sons and daughters of Whitechapel 
and Stepney, let us not forget the 
other little ghetto in Notting Hill, 
a small oasis of rich Jewish life 


which has now all but disappeared.

“ Make it plain upon tablets, that 
a man may read it quickly.” This 
requisite was not Jimited to Biblical 
times. More than ever in the modern 
age there is a popular desire for the 
acquisition of knowledge in conve- 
nient and palatable form. And this 
demand is well supplied by this 
handsome and impressive volume 
containing some 8,000 separate items 
and 600 illustrations and maps. It 
will admirably meet the needs of the 
general reader who wants the basic 
facts presented to him in concise and 
handy outline. 

The work has been finely printed 
and produced in Tel Aviv by the Mas- 
sadah Publishing Company. Some of 
the material has been selected from 
the “Encyclopedia Hebraica,” and 
the many items relating to Israel and 
Zionism are particularly conspicuous. 
At the same time an American 
editorial board of 50 names has 
ensured that special attention should 
also be directed to items connected 
with American Jewry. Ag explained 
in the preface, Israel and America are 
regarded as constituting the “ twin 
poles” of modern Jewish life. It is, 
therefore, gratifying that, in addition 
to Dr. Cecil Roth, the list of contri- 


butors includes some Anglo-Jewish 


scholars, notably Rabbi Dr. A. Alt- 
mann and Sir Leon Simon. Even in 
the contributions by Anglo-Jewish 
writers, however, it is noteworthy that 
American spelling obtains. 

While the volume ranges widely 
over persons and subjects from 
ancient to modern times, it is clearly 
intended to have its own special 
appeal as a popular work of contem- 
porary reference. Thus “Sinai” (of 
Biblical fame) has cight lines com- 
pared with 28 lines devoted to 


AMERICAN JEWRY 
By the Rev. Dr. JAMES PARKES 


History of the Jews in America. 
By Desoran Pessin. With an Intro- 
duction by Mosne Davis and Illus- 
trations by Ruta Gixow. A belard- 
Schuman. 30s. 


For one who is familiar with the 
excellent history of Lee Levinger, 
this new school history of the Jews 
in America presents some interesting 
comparisons and contrasts. How 
much they are personal, how much 
due to American fashion, the 
reviewer, alas, does not know! 
Deborah Pessin avoids figures and 
dates with a certain resulting confu- 
sion. For example, the building of 
the splendid suspension bridge over 
the Golden Gate is described before 
the chapter on the Civil War. There 
is frequently little clue to the century 
with which we are dealing. On the 
other hand she has a vigorous and 
colourful pen, and the changing 
social picture of American Jewish 
life is admirably presented. She 
describes with particular vigour the 
pediar and the needle trade worker. 
She seeks at each stage to give the 
background from which American 
Jewry came, and these sections are 
very unequal. 

The opening introduction becomes 
almost meaningless in its jumble of 
centuries; (incidentally it is time 
people accepted that many millions 
of the human kind call themselves 
Moslems, and dropped the 
ignorant and somewhat | offensive 
Mohammedans and that dealing 
with _—_ Palestine underlines the 
American error of imagining the land 
was empty by an absurd illustration 
of one Beduin and two camels 
amid a vast wallow of meaningless 
lines. The illustrations by Ruth 
Gikow are fun and vigorously drawn, 
but to like them one must accept 
their convention. Perhaps American 
children do. I think an English 
child might ask: “Please teacher. 
why do none of the people except 
one man on page 68 look like real 
human beings ?”

Thus, 
the statement in column 1485, that 
“after medicine, the greatest number 
of Jewish Nobel Prize Winners 
received the award for services to 
peace,” is entirely incorrect and at 
variance with the facts as given in 
column 1428. 


New World and Old 


The Anglo-Jewish reader cannot 
help noticing that space has been 
found for a great number of the less 
important American communities 
(e.g., Evansville, New Bedford, New 
Britain, New London). On the other 
hand such English communities as 
Bradford, Brighton, Nottingham, and 
Sheffield have been omitted, although 
extinct communities like Canterbury 
and Gloucester receive entries. 

Moreover, it may be thought that 
there are over-many references to 


American contemporaries like the 
following: “Humorist car- 
toonist . . . his works include * Nize 


Baby” and Dunt Esk.’ Baseball 
Player . .. played for the Detroit 
Tigers and Pittsburgh Pirates.”— 
“ Actor ... he often portrayed gang- 
sters or tough characters.” Doubtless, 
however, such colourful figures are 
an essential part of the transatlantic 
scene and should. therefore, be 
included in this valuable epitome of 
general knowledge.

The 33rd annual general meeting was

Agnes 
Spencer retained her interest in the 
progress of the Company and in 1957 
she made a magnificent gift to the 
Marks and Spencer Benevolent Trust as 
a measure of her interest in the well- 
being of our staff. 1 ask you to rise in 
honour of her memory. 


PROFIT AND LOSS ACCOUNT 


Our Profit for the year after Tax has 
amounted to £7,709,000 compared with 
£6.193,000 last year, an increase of 
£1.516.000. We have provided £7,350,000 
for taxation against £7,950,000 last year.

The Directors, executives, and tech- 
nologisis and their staffs are continu- 
ously engaged on the problems of how 
to improve the quality of materials, 
their performance value, and the styling 
of our goods to satisfy yet more fully 
the requirements of the public. The 
vest for improvement is _ endless. 
‘wenty-three years ago, in 1936, we 
established our Merchandise Research 
and Development section to aid us in 
this endeavour. Progress in this field 
was halied by the war, but when hos- 


tilities ceased the activilies of this 
section were resumed with a new 
impetus. A team of technologists was 


engaged to study the problems involved 
in adapting the growing varicty of new 
and untried man-made fibres to our 
needs. 

We are in close touch with the great 
basic textile firms which deal with the 
fundamental problems of their industry. 
It is the task of our technologists to 
keep abreast of all developments in that 
field which bear upon the quality and 
value of our goods. The work has 
been expanded to cope with the wealth 
of materials, fabrics, and finishes now 
at our disposal. Our technologists 
establish quality standards and per- 
formance specifications with our 
suppliers and they collaborate in ensur- 
ing the necessary process control and 
testing during all stages of manufac- 
turing. The practical effects of their 
efforis are to be seen in the many new 
and interesting fabrics which have 
already been incorporated in our ST. 
MICHAEL garments. [here is no 
doubt but that the development work 
which has been carried out has shortened 
the path between the advent of the 
new man-made fibres and the production 
of the kind and quality of goods which 
we believe our public want. It enables 
our merchandising staff to select new 
and better goods and to organise their 
production with speed and assurance. 
Ihe confidence in our goods on the 
part of our customers, who are most 
discerning in their purchases, is cause 
for much satisfaction to your Board. 
The goodwill of the public is one of our 
greatest assets, winch we prize most 
highly. A large proportion of ST. 
MICHAEL garments today are made of 
fabrics entirely unknown to the public 
but a few years ago. Nylon, Terylene, 
Orlon, Acrilan, Tricel, etc... now fill 
many of our counters and racks, adding 
novelty and variety to the traditional 
fabrics, Wool and Cotton. They. in 
their turn, have been given new pro- 
pertics which improve their performance 
in wear and have eased the burden of 
washing and ironing. These new fabrics 


are becoming increasingly available to 
the public at prices well within their 
reach. 


NEW LOWER PRICE CAMPAIGN 


It has always been our policy to pass

PROJECT AT GREENHILL

For a holiday task the pupils of 
Greenhill Jewish Hieh have been set 
a“ project” on Anglo-Jewish history. 
The Silverstone twins are enthusiastic 
ahout their discovery in a local park 
of a stone bearing the imprint of the 
Maeen David. 


. HE Magen David,” Dusty 
was saying, “is by no 
means the earliest symbol 

current among our people, nor 

has it indeed an exclusively Jewish 
character.” 

Shammai and I exchanged crest- 
fallen. glances. It was the last 
afternoon of term, and it was being 
devoted to a summation (a good 
word, that—his, of course!) of the 
facts gleaned by the class to date 
upon the Anglo-Jewish historical 
project. 


* * 


Our finding of the Magen David 
Stone in the park near Raphael 
House earlier on in the week had 
seemed to us the most wonderful 
discovery ever. Here, we assured 
each other, was the evidence of a 
flourishing Jewish community in 
past ages. Famous archzologists 
would hurry to the spot when the 
news was announced, and pre- 
sently, when the site had been 
carefully dug over, and new 
momentous discoveries made, the 
name of the Silverstone’ twins 
would be covered in glory! 

We had photographed the thing 
from every possible angle, think- 
ing ourselves fortunate that we had 
each brought a new spool of films 
with us, and we had lovingly 
developed and printed them our- 
selves against the great day of 
revelation to come! 

We had carefully fixed the piece 
of cement in place again, so that 
no one else would find the stone, 
purchasing a tube of glue from a 
neighbouring shop for this purpose 
at a cost of Is. 64d., so that to date, 
what with the fares and the films, 
the expenses of the project had not 
been far short of ten shillings—and 
now—this! 


* * * 


“The earliest Jewish symbol,” 
went on Mr. Dostovsky, “ seems to 
have been the Menorah, a repre- 
sentation of the seven-branched 
candlestick used in the Temple. It 
has been found, for example, in 
the ruins of ancient synagogues, 
and in Jewish tombs of the first 
and second centuries in the cata- 
combs which lie beneath Rome. 

“Its seven branches are said to 
signify the seven days of the week, 
the central lamp rising above the 
others, and to which their light was 
directed, corresponding to the Sab- 
bath day, the greatest of all the 


many contributions of the Jew to 
civilised human society.” 

His voice, low and full of feel- 
ing, seemed to breathe the spirit 
of a thousand generations into the 
hushed classroom. 

“The Menorah,” he went on, 
“ was, naturally enough, an exclu- 
sively Jewish symbol, whereas the 
Magen David ”—and here he 
turned and lifted something from a 
nest of brown paper lying on his 
desk, and I could hear Shammais 
gasp of surprise beside me, for our 
teacher was holding up—but surely 
that was the self-same_ reddish- 
coloured stone which we had dis- 
covered! 


. * * 


“ Now this—it appears to be part 
of a brick upon which a Magen 
David has been stamped—has been 
submitted by Monty Waller. He 
found it, he says, in his back 
garden. And I have here "—and 
he pointed to his desk—* two other 
fragments of the same type found 
locally. The very fact that they 
are to be found so profusely sug- 
gests that they are not of Jewish 
origin at all, for the figure which 
we call the Magen David has been 
in fairly common use among cer- 
tain sections of the Gentile com- 
munity for many years. The 
Freemasons, for example, have it 
as part of their ceremonial, and I 
have seen it in places where it can 
have no Jewish significance—upon 
church buildings, and as simple 
ornamentation.” 

He paused and smiled at us. 
“ Nevertheless, I must praise the— 
ah!—vigilance of the—ah!” he 
consulted a piece of paper he was 
holding, “—twenty-two boys who 
have submitted photographs and 
specimens. After the holidays, 
when I have a little more time, I 
hope to show that it is particularly 
appropriate as a Jewish symbol.” 
The smile was still on his face, but 
his voice was very sympathetic. “ | 
am afraid none of the submissions 
so far can be considered as qualify- 
ing for the school museum, and I 
wish you well in your holiday 
endeavours.” 


* * * 


So there it was! In a few days 
we were due to go off to our Uncle 
David in Thetford, and what could 
we expect to find there, stuck away 
in the wilds of Norfolk! More- 
over, we had squandered—yes, 
there was no other word for it!— 
squandered almost ten shillings of 
our pocket-money on this precious 
project, without any result What- 
ever! 

It was cruelty, that’s what it was 
—cruelty to Silverstones!

American Leader’s Visit

The American-Jewish leader made the 
journey at the invitation of the Polish 
Government and at the request of the 
U.S.A. State Department in order to 
survey the political and economic 
Position in Poland and to submit to the 
American Government his conclusions 
and advice. He told me in London, 
on his way back to the United States, 
that he had informed both Governments 
concerned thai he would use his pre- 
sence in Poland also for the purpose of 
inquiring into the situation of the Jews 
there, and that he did so with their 
consent. 

At the moment, Mr. Blaustein stated, 
there are in Poland about 20,000 settled 
Jews and another 12,000 who had been 
recently repatriated from the Soviet 
Union. The official leaders of the Jewish 
community, on the national and local 
levels, had expressed to him their convic- 
tion—** which is rather based on hope " 
—that the bulk of the Jewish population 
would prefer to stay in the country. His 
Own opimon, formed from free talks 
with ordinary Jews all over the couniry, 
was that the majority, particularly 
among the repatriates, wished to leave. 
For them the only place to go to was, 
of course, Isracl, even though some 
would have liked to emigrate to other 
lands.

U.S.A. AID FOR 
ISRAEL

WASHINGTON 

The Foreign Affairs Committee 
of the United States House of Repre- 
sentatives has issued a report to Con- 
gress stating that the Committee has 
received assurances from the Ejisen- 
hower Administration that grants-in- 
aid to Israel will be continued in the 
coming fiscal year on the same basis 
as in the present fiscal year, drawing 
to a close on June 30. 

In the current year, Israel is receiving 
$7.5 million in outright economic assist- 
ance under the grant-in-aid programme. 
The Committee's report states that 
“special aid to Israel should be con- 
tinued at the current level” because 
the country still] has an adverse trade 
balance and is in need of hard cur- 
rency to purchase oil and other 
industrial imports. 

It is believed that the State Depart- 
ment has now given a firm commitment 
that such aid to Israel will be continued.

Mr. Blaustein, who is a life-long 
Democrat, is a close personal friend of 
Admiral Lewis Strauss, the Republican, 
whose nomination as Secretary of State 
for Commerce started the bitter contro- 
versy in the American Senate and press. 
1 asked Mr. Blaustein what he thought 
about the suggestions that the opposi- 
tion to the appointment was partly 
motivated by antisemitic feelings. He 
said: “I do not believe for a moment 
that antisemitism played any part in it 
at all. I do not think that is an issue 
and { deprecate any emphasis placed 
upon it.”

A copy of the diary of Felix 
Landau, who is shortly to stand trial 
in Stuttgart for war crimes, has been 
sent to the Stuttgart State Attorney 
by the Viennese Jewish community. 
The diary is said to contain details 


of the atrocities committed by 
Landau in the Polish town of 
Drohobycz. 


The original of the diary, found on 
Landau when he was first arrested in 
1945, had been lost by the German 
legal authorities. But luckily a copy 
had been made and sent to Israel and 
it was this that the Viennese community 
have now sent to Stutigart. 

Landau has only recently been 
recaptured by the Germans, after having 
been at liberty since 1945, when he 
escaped from prison while awaiting trial.

Canadian officials making plans for 
the Royal visit to Canada wanted to 
include a Canadian Chief Rabbi 
among the religious dignitaries to 
greet Queen Elizabeth and Prince 
Philip. The Canadian Jewish com- 
munity could not designate such an 
individual, because there is no one 
Canadian Jewish minister who could 
be so called upon to act in that 
his is not the first Occasion that the 
Jews of Canada have been invited to 
send a Chief Rabbi or at least one 
rabbinical leader to represent the 
national Jewish community on State 
occasions. But to select such a repre- 
sentative would mean agreement between 
the Orthodox, Conservative, and Reform 
ministers of Canada. The national 
Jewish organisation, the Canadian Jewish 
Congress, would be the correct group to 
make such a ‘selection, but to date, 
because of the difficulties involved, it has 
not taken any firm action in this matter. 
There no national Rabbinical 


Assembly in Canada. Ministers of the 
three principal groupings in Jewish 
religious life prefer to maintain member- 
ship with their own group in an 
American body.
